“different river boats. Finally, even the 
kitchens and bedrooms. of the inhabi- 
tants in the occupied territories were 
entered. There is not a place where 
a.Germah non-commissioned officer 
armed with a requisition slip has not 
presented himself. The confiscated 
merchandise was resold in other coun- 
tries with enormous profit. 

“Better still, systematic devasta- 
tions were operated in the leading in-. 

\ dustrics on a great scale. First the 
warehouses were emptied, then parts 
of the machinery were confiscated, 
and even the old iron were resold. 
Factories, looms, foundries, machine 
shops all fell into the hands of the 
devastation commission. It was 
thought thus to get rid of competi- 
tion for many years or during the long 
'period which France and Belgium 
would need to reconstitute their in- 
dustries and restore the devastated 
lands. Germany hoped to be able 
immediately after the war to offer her 
products to the world.” 

The German people seem to have 
been kept in’ ignorance hitherto of the 
acts committed by the German arm- 
ies.

Beer drinkers drop off with what 
should have been mild and easily cur- 
able diseases, Even moderate beer- 
drinkers have a poorer chance of re- 
covery, especially from blood poison- 
ing and pneumonia, than the total ab- 
stainer, The first organs to be at- 
tacked are the kidneys, and then 
comes Bright’s disease and dropsy, 
certain to be fatal. ; 

Over thirty yeats ago a number of 
medical men began advising their pa- 
tients that they had better leave beer 
alone and drink whiskey instead, and. 
there are few reputable physicians 
who would not give the same advice 
today. : 

A few years ago Mr. J. H. Adams, 
on behalf of the Baltimore Sun, in- 
vestigated the working of prohibition 
in some of the Southern States, and 
he concluded that whiskey’ produces 
more violence than beer, but that beer 
decreases, much more than whiskey, 
the aggregate prosperity, happiness 
and efficiency of the community. He 
said “the beer trade, ten times more 
than the whiskey trade, produces. the 
evils belonging to the sale of liquor 
as an institution.” 

The brewers are going to make a 
desperate effort to compel us to re- 
turn to the old drunkard-making bar 
room,. The friends of temperance 
must see that their names are on the 
voters’ list and vote “no” to every on 
of the questions.

Possibilities in Bee-Keeping 


Excellent Opportunity for the In- 
dustry in Western Canada 
Bee-keeping is one of the farm in- 
dustries in which there are great pos- 
sibilities in Western Canada. 
“We have,” says a writer in the 
Nor’-West Farmer, “everything need- 
ed except the bees and the bec:kcep- 
ers— a climate that is well adapted 
to the industry, plenty of honey-bear- 
ing plants and the best market in 
America for the product. But we are 
paying forty cents a pound for honey 
shipped in from: Ontario and Ohio, 
and are letting our own raw material 
go to waste. Honey these days is 
about the most expensive luxury that 
goes “on tO" the “COnstimer’s table, but 
he buys the,imported product, never- 
theless, and pays freight,” customs 
duty and substantial profits to several 
handlers, Only a very small percen- 
tage of the honey used in thése pro- 
vinces is produced at home. Bee- 
keeping is an industry we could very 
well develop.” : 
“Certainly . there ‘will always be 
an unequalled market in. these 
provinces for all the honey that can 
be produced. .There is no question 
about that. To give some-idea of. the 
returns from bee-keeping, it may -be 
stated that in 1918 in Manitoba 14,736 
colonies. of bees produced: 944,000 
pounds of honey, an average of 64 
pounds per,colony. Demand for bees 
from beginners is larger than usual 
this spring. Swarms are selling at 
about ‘$15. each.”

The Prairie Provinces of Western 
Canada this year will have the largest 
area in crop: in the history of the pro- 
vinees, according to reports received 
from the three pfovinces.,

The greatest increase will be in the 
province of Alberta, where consider- 
ably over nine million acres will be 
planted. The wheat acreage will be 
400,000 acres greater than lasgw@ear’s, 
when the area sown to this crop was 
Approximately 3,900,000. There will 
be nearly a million acres more of oats 
and 100,000 acres more of barley 
sown, Rye is a crop that scems to be 
growing in popularity with the farm- 
ers of Alberta, and double the areca 
of last year will be sown to this crop.

How Rancher Prepares Hogs Econ- 
omically for Market 

‘In connection with the record price 
of $23 a hundred pounds recently paid 
on the Calgary market for hogs, it 
will bexinteresting to learn how~-one 
well-known Alberta farmer. and ran- 
cher economically prepares big hogs 
for. market. 

The farmer referred to is ‘George 
Lane, the well-known Alberta’ horse 
breeder. He is besides an extensive 
wheat grower and cattle rancher, and 
also raises a large number of hogs 
every year. The breed he ‘prefers is 
the Berkshire, and he tries to kcep as 
closely as possible to this breed and 
type. 

Only one litter.a year is raised from 
each sow. These litters are farrowed 
in the months of March, April and 
May and both sows and litters run on 
pasture during the. summer months. 
Oats, barley and rye furnish the sum- 
mer pasture. Some grain is given in 
addition. Cribs are built so that the 
young pigs can have access to:the! 
small self-feeders where oat chop is 
provided, but the sows are kept away, 
After weaning the pigs are given a 
stronger grain ration by the addition 
of barley, and as they near the finish- 
ing period the ration is almost en- 
tirely barley. 

During the finishing period, the pigs 
are divided into carload lots accord- 
ing to weight and condition, and fed 
from self-feeders. All the clean water 
they can drink is supplied to them in 
troughs, and they rapidly reach the 
desired market weight by taking. all 
the grain they can cat. The plan 
represents a _ thoroughly _ practical 
plan of hog raising under the carlot 
system, By these methods hogs’ are} 
raised at.a minimum expense for. la- 
bor, buildings and equipment. 

These hogs are usually sold direct 
to one of the packing companies at 
Calgary.
